Despite his consistently 
good performances for 
Leichhardt this year, he 
has been overlooked for 
Australian training squads. 

His only representative 
duty was at the start of 
1981 when he played for 
New South Wales against 
leading Yugoslav club, Di- 


namo Zagreb. 

“That was one of the 
best games I've played,” 
Pullen recalled. 

For the moment, Pullen 
is concentrating on winning 
the NSL play-off series with 
Apia Leichhardt in his 10th 
year with the club. 

“We have a very good 
chance if we get our main 
team back together and are 
not hit by injuries and sus- 
pension,” he said. 

“In recent weeks we've 
missed Arno Bertogna, Pe- 
ter Tredinnick, John Brad- 
ley and Bobby Parks.” 

Pullen said he would like 
to take up youth coaching 
in the future. 

“The big failing in our 
Soccer is the lack of good 
coaches, particularly for 
players around 14 and 15 

“There are NSL coaches 
who at this stage of the 
season are still drilling 
teams into the ground,” he 
said 

Leichhardt officials will 
be hoping to convince Pul- 
len to stick with Soccer 
next season. His departure 
would certainly leave a 
giant hole in the centre of 
their defence.
